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REMARKS 

Applicants reply to the Advisory Action mailed January 18, 2006, with the appropriate 
extension fee, and request the Examiner to enter the amendments and consider these remarks 
prior to examining this application after RCE. Claims 1 and 3-8 remain pending in the 
application and all pending claims stand rejected. Applicants have amended independent claim 1 
to clarify that the dual-action movement of Ihe food holder is relative to the fixed blade. No new 
matter is added by this amendment, which is fuUy supported in the originally filed patent 
application. Applicants respectfiilly request reconsideration of pending claims I and 3-8 (7 total 
claims, 1 independent) in light of the foUowing remarks. 
A. Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claims 1, 3 and 5-8 stand rejected as obvious over U,S, Patent No. 3,583,454. issued to 
Bomer ("Bomer") in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,253,756. issued to Petit (" Petit"). Claim 4 
stands rejected as baing unpatentable over Bomer in view of Pete and fisher in view of U.S. 
Patent No. 5,765,472, issued to Petit Applicants respectfhlly traverse these rejections. 

BSmer merely discloses "a pair of parallel rails on which a removable food-holder can be 
guided for reciprocation." (See Abstract). In contrast, amended claim 1 recites a "food holder 
configured to be c^Tnnl t,n.^u.lv .lidable along said at least one of said longitudinal edges M 
mt.t,hl^. relative to ^iH hl«de during use ." Thus. Bomer does not teach or suggest a rotatable 
food holder, let alone one that is simultaneously rotatable and slidable relative to the fixed blade 
during use. 

Furthermore, the Petit reference is wholly inapplicable where any sliding or rotation of 
the drilling fixture relative to the guide bars occurs not during use, but solely to «mov[e] the 
device from an inactive to an active position" as stated by the Examiner. In feet. Petit teaches 
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away from the present invention since it expressly requires that the drilling fixture '"block 15 is 
rigidlyjoined to the bar" prior to, and thus, during use. (Petit, Col. 3, lines 34-36). As discussed 
during the interview and as set forth in the previous response "the food holder Tnay^eppened to 
hold food prior to. after, and during sliding." As clarified and recited in amended claim 1, the 
food holder is "configured to be .^mult^nanuslv slidable along said at least one of said 
longitudinal edges and rotatable relarive tn said blade during use " 

Accordingly, neither the Bomer nor Petit reference, separately or in oombinaUon, teach 
or suggest each and every element of independent claim 1. Furthermore, whereas claims 3-4 and 
5-8 depend from claim 1, these claims are Ukewise allowable for the same reasons, in addition to 
their own respective features. Applicants therefore respectfiilly request that the Section 103 
rqection be withdrawn with respect to the claims as amended.

In view of the above remarks and amendments, Applicants respectfully submit that all of 
the cmrently pending claims properly set forth that vrhKh Applicants regard as their invention 
and that these claims are allowable over the cited prior art.
